ADA'S RESOURCES. 


Have you realized the magnitude of 
Canada? The area of Canada covers 
8,500,000 square miles, while that of the 
Umited States covers only 3,035,000 
square miles. Canada is equal in extent 
to nearly the whole continent of Kurope. 
It will be said that this is laryely made up 
of inhospitable and unproductive regione, 
But the modification of the climate, 
through the influence of iu:ze bodies of 
fresh water, is sufficient is remove from 
it the reproach of sterility, till now ite 
wheat-growing zone far exceeds that of 
the United States, and wheat was one of 
the most delicate of plants ‘lake the 
fisheries of Canada, which are the largest, 
the richest, and the most accessible in 
the world. Twenty-five hundred miles 
of sea coast in tue Atlantic alone, a die- 
tance almost equal to that from Cape Cod 
on the Atlantic to the remotest point on 
the Pacific—three thousand miles in the 
Pacitic and irland seas—in all over five 
thousand five hundred miles of coast in@ 
northern lattitude, where the fieh is at 
its finest, isas much a national possessio@ 
of Cansda as are the prairies of Illinow 
or the forests of Maine. Fish food from 
the Polar regions, brought to these cosste 
by Arctic eurrents, affords a sustenance 
for countless mi'lions of fish, destined is 
varn for the sustenance of human life, I* 
is no wonder that Canada holds frmiy te 
her vast fishing interests. The advant- 
age which she derives from the bait 
which lines her shores, indented by nume 
erous bays, is@ geographical one. When 
you recall the fact that twenty-five per 
cent, of the cost of the erdinary fishing 
voyage ia found in the bait, you will see 
how important an element it is. If thie 
bait can be xecured by dipping it, an it 
were, from the Canadian shores of the 
sea into varts and small boats, its possee- 
sion 18 like the possession of seed corn uF 
whaa: in an agricultural community. Te 
permit its sale to u competitor, without 
compensation or consideration, is to give 
up the advantages of geoyraphical loca- 
tion and proprietary rights as distinctive 
as any other national right, This is not, 
however, the proper place to discuss this 
question tis simply alluded tu because 
it shows the advantages which would 
come tothe United tates if the entire 
fishine, facilities of tho vast coast $10 
could be thrown open to her enterpris@ 
and industry, The harvests of the see 
have been but skimmed, Properly cui;- 
vated as they would be with open mare 
sets in this vast country, as a reward for 
‘merican enterprise and the investment

The 
cost of sustenance of human life in al) 
our Jarge centres could thus be immense 
ly decreased, and coupled with the vast 
productive agricultural force on the 
ranches and prairies this clement could 
he drawn upon for a large contribution 
‘owurds the sustentation of human life at 
the cheapest possible rates, 

But, aside from the fisher 
iesof Canada, which are so rich and 69 
vast, and the possibility of future deyelope 
ment for the benetit of the United States, 
there are numerous other products which 
the United State’ mi,ht well avail them- 
selves of.
